The INDEX OFFICE, a corporation not for pecuniary profit, 
was organized in January, 1914, as a reference bureau and inter- 
mediary between libraries and the public, to perform, for a mod- 
erate charge, such services as libraries are not prepared to per- 
form, namely, to index, compile, abstract, and translate such 
literary material as investigators need to have prepared for their 
use. The Trustees believe that specialists in various lines of 
science, art and industry will support the service thus underta- 
ken to supply prompt and accurate information about past and 
current developments of processes, methods and conditions in 
their respective, fields. 


Members are entitled to service during the fiscal year to the full 
amount of the membership fee., Membership is obtained by 
paying annually $5.00, or once forall $100.00; the latter fee en- 
titles to services to the amount of $5.00 a year. 


The REFERENCE BULLETIN will be issued quarterly as a 
medium of communication between the INDEX OFFICE and 
its correspondents and sent regularly free of charge to all mem- 
bers of the corporation. Each number will contain one or 
more bibliographies or indexes of timely or historical interest. 
Reference librarians and others are invited to contribute mater- 
ial of this kind. j 


The INDEX OFFICE has during the first year of its existence 
furnished to correspondents a number of bibliographies and ab- 
stracts, chiefly on medical subjects.
